Rimouski, Quebec, May 30.—Carry 
lug to death 934 of her passengers and 
(row , the steam ship Empress of Ire­ 
land w as sunk in the St. Lawrence 
I iv* r twenty miles off lu re by the 
Swedish roilier Storstad, in collision 
in a dense fog. 
There are only 433 known survivors 
of tim tragedy, which, it is feared, 
rivals in the toll of death that attend 
ing tile Kinking of the huge w ea n 
greyhound, the Titanic. 
Not more than 159 of the TST pas­ 
sengers of 
the 
Empress of Ireland 
were saved. 
Moat of the first class 
passengers perished, those rescued be­ 
ing mainly either steerage passengers 
or members of the < rew. Twenty-one 
of those rescued died after they had 
been taken from tile water. The 399 
survivors were taken to Rimouski by 
the government vessels Lady Evelyn 
and Eureka, whose wireless operators 
heard the last despairing “S. O. S." 
signal from the ill-fated vessel's oper­ 
ator and dashed to tile rescue from 
Father Point, where they were lying 
at the time. 
When the rescuing steam ships ar­ 
rived ut the scene of the collision they 
found a spectacle som ew hat similar 
to thut width greeted the vessels that 
ha fened to the ai I of the T itanias 
survivors. 
The Empress of Ireland had sunk 
within fourteen minutes after being 
rammed and only the tops of her fun­ 
nels and her mastheads were to he 
seen above the surface of the St. Law­ 
rence river. 


Survivors Are Dazed. 


In the lifeboats were huddled tho 
survivors, dazed and moaning, some 
of them dying of injuries. Few 
ould 
iv* 
anything but incoherent, almost 
hysterii a1, accounts of w hat had hap­ 
pened. 
('rushed by the < ollision, injured In 
their efforts to leap into tile lifeboats, 
or suffering from immersion in the 
ii y water and exposure in the life 
boats in which tin y escaped, the sur­ 
vivor?; preesnted a pitiable condition. 
Some had arms or legs broken aud 
nearly all were clad only in their night 
clothes. 
Ti e bodies of tweuty-otic persons, 
who died utter they were taken from 
the water, were sent ashore and were 
plat ed 
id'* b> side on lilt* wharf, with 
their laces covered. 
Hundreds of residents of the town 
hurried to the quay, and under the db 
r diem of the mayor cave aid to tile 
\ haunted 
and 
suffering 
survivors. 
Ever* p h o b ias in Rimouski hurried 
to the water front. .Munv of those in 
jur* d were taken to flu* homes of tin.* 
tov. ii pi ople and provided with food 
aud clothing. 


Rammed In Dense Fog. 


Carrying seventy-seven 
first cabin 
pa? en gers, 206 in the se* mid and ahi 
In the steerage, tile Empress of Ire­ 
land 
left 
Quebec at half-past four 
o'clock on Thursday for Liverpool, and 
at a quarter before two o'clock in the 
morning ran into a dense fog twenty 
tulles off Father Point, 175 miles down 
the St. Lawrence from Quebec*. 
Lieutenant 
IL CL Kendall, of the 
Loyal Naval Reserve, commander of 
tile Empress of Ireland, reports that 
tile strainer had stopped 
when the 
Stor-tad, a Swedish collier, hound for 
Quebec, struck lier amidships on tho 
port side. 
Tile Storstad literally tore her way 
almost to the Empress of Ireland's 
propellers, 
leaving a rent 
through 
which tile water poured In such a 
deluge that she sank before many of 
the pa seugers were aware of what 
had happened. 
The stricken vessel sank as if lead. 
An explosion, apparently originating 
in lier engine room, hastened her end, 
and those persons who w eie able to 
make their 
way from their 
cabin, 
found themselves on a perilous slant­ 
ing 
deck. 
Many leafed ami were 
drowned, others were fortunate enough 
to grasp driftwood or were picked up 
tty lifeboats.

The r e in e d , fighting their way to 
tile lifeboats from tile careening deck, 
clinging desperately to the rails or 
leaping overboard, broke the lr arms 
or legs or otherwise injured

selves so badly that twenty-one died 
alter being pl eked up.

press of Ireland were heard by the 
pilot boat Eureka at Rimouski, ten 
miles from the scene, and the Eureka, 
followed by the Lady Evelyn, a mail 
tender, put on forced steam and made 
all speed for the spot. 
It was these two floats that, found 
afloat the few* lifeboats 
that 
Were 
launched from the stricken ship and 
pit keel up tile survivors they contain­ 
ed. 
Three 
hundred and thirty-nine 
were saved by the I.ady Evelyn and 
thirty-nine by tile Eureka. Among the* 
saved was tile commander. Lieutenant 
IL G. Kendall, of the Empress of ire­ 
land. 
Among those I nthe first cabin wore 
Sir Henry Seton-Kerr. a noted Eng­ 
lish lawyer and big game hunter, and 
Laurence Irving, son of the late Sir 
Henry 
Irving, and his wife, Mabel 
I iaokney. 


Many In Night Clothes. 


So quick did the Empress of Ireland 
sink that those passengers fortunate 
enough to get into the lifeboats found 
them selves ga rived only in their night 
clothes. No baggage was saved. 
The women suffered the most. Only 
a few were saved, and iridic aliens are 
that they lacked the strength to com­ 
bat conditions which confronted them. 
There was not time, as there was on 
the Titanic, for calm dcdiberatlon and 
rigid 
observance of the 
unwritten 
rule of tile sea. "women first.” 
When the rscue ships reached the 
scene they found nine lifeboats fruit! 
the 
Empress, all jammed lull, and 
many 
of 
the 
occupants 
wounded. 
W reckage 
covered the river every­ 
where*. The Storstad, lier bow badly 
crumple, was still on the scene pick 
ing up the living wherever she could. 
In one of tile lifeboats crouched Cap­ 
tain Kendall, dazed and greatly shak­ 
en. Ile had leaped from the deck and 
bad been pic ked up by members of 
big crew. 


Few Passenger* Saved. 


The captain was too overcome t 
give at first any extended account of 
the disaster. He had sent a wireless 
to his line after the vessel was struck, 
saying: "Vessel gone." 
<*>ne woman, who was garbed only in 
a vest, jumped overboard and swam 
to the Lady Evelyn. She was so e x ­ 
hausted, however, that she died a few 
minutes after she wa> taken front the 
water. Her identity has uot been e s ­ 
tablished. 
When the liner Steamed awat site 
carried I(15 members of tile Salvation 
\r n n 
from 
the United States and 
Canada, bound for the world’s conven­ 
tion in London. To the accompaniment 
of tile army band Lhay were singing 
"God lie with you till we meet again." 
J. W. Longlev, a rancher at Canford, 
FL C., calmly sat on the deck rail and 
went down with the sinking ship. He 
held his breath, came up, grabbed tim 
side of a lifeboat, field to it and was 
rescued by the Eureka.

Judge* Gray said that he had been 
considering his resignation for several 
months. "I have taken this step," fie 
said, “not because of any particular 
compelling circumstances, but because 
I have the privilege of repinning, and 
because I have been on the bench a 
long term of years. I am feeling wail, 
and am in pretty good physical condi­ 
tion." 
He laughingly don le i ti at there had 
been any political or e thor influence 
which had any effect upon his de­ 
cision.

Jhat it is not man alone who sacri­ 
fices in war, for it detracts nothing 
from The meed of praise due you to 
.-ay that you had the inspiration born 
of the Comradeship of brave men, hut 
the womanhood of *61 knew* nothing 
,f this. 
No wawng banners, no m ar­ 
tial music, no comradeship of brave 
men in camp and on twattle line, 
but 
done she kept her vigils and lain* 
her burden as only woman can. 
Surely, inspired by tho memory of

For several years Alanson Skinner 
of the American Museum of Nattim* 
History has been conducting expedi­ 
tions among the Indiana of the north­ 
west, having visited the tribes of the 
Cree. th** OIH)way and th e Menominee. 
Ile is now organizing another expedi­ 
tion and will set out loon to continue 
his work of exploration and research 
among tribes of tile northw est in tilt 
interests of the museum. 
A report of Ids work in tie* field last 
sum m er, including descriptions of the 
various ceremonial*, dance# and cus­ 
tom s of the Indiana of the northwest, 
has been published recently by the 
museum. 
Much of the data was ob­ 
tained from 
Indians, among 
who.a 
w ere Charlie Assinibolne, Chief W al­ 
ter, Jacob Bear and Andrew Bear, 
Spotted One and Four Clouds. 
The collector of Indian data and tro­ 
phies was Initiated into tho famous 
ceremony of the m edicine lodge, which 
is practiced by the Menominee# mid 
other tribes of the northw est. 
The 
dance# and cerem onies described by 
Mr. Skinner include the wlndigokati 
or cannibal dance, the big dogs’ dance, 
the prairie chicken, tile ta rre d pii*e- 
stem and tho juuicomaking dance. 


A Very Unusual Dance. 
“C ertain men used to dream of pa- 
gilk, a skeleton tieing w ith glaring 
eye#,” Mr. Skinner says, "w hich was 
som etim es seen flitting through tin- 
air, aud otitnined from him th** right 
to tie wlmHgokan or cannibal dancers 
*’8u<*b a man m ade for him self a 
costum e of rag# w ith a hideous mask 
hav ing un enormous, crooked, beaklike 
nofte, the whole tieing daubed with 
paint. 
He also provided him self w ith 
a feathered staff hung w ith dee***hoof 
rattles. 
A fter a council the Indiana 
agreed 
to i*»rform 
this 
dance, 
a1 
tlmugh It wa# very unusual. 
“A m an’s dance wa# held, arni Just 
at dusk, when th** dance 'va# started 
In the log cabin used for flint purpose, 
three dancers were seen approaching. 
o ne bore a cane ornam ented with owl 
feather# and down, aud other# carried 
green branches with strlj*# of colored 
cloth tied to them. 
AS t!c*y drew near 
they paused* danced lit u circle. fn*r 
formed ludicrous gyrations, appeared 
to be terrific**! at stum p#, fled from 
dogs and wore overcome a t face# made 
by bystander*. 


Pantom im es of Tarror. 
"A t th** condoston of their antics the 
people ca aa#* forw ard un*) gave theta 
to te r co w ith prayers for good lu«*k. 
The clown# accepted tile tobacco with 
pantomime* of terror.

tended to am en tho gift, and u# each 
for him self wa# #uro th a t it wan a 
morsel of the precious weed ho l*ent 
backw ard and forw ard, shaking wit Ii 
guffaws.
